System as Best Model 
for Preparedness Here

The Swiss system makes the minimum demand 
on the time of the adult male worker, namely, 
from 60 to 90 days (according to the corps to 
which the recruit is assigned) in the first year 
of service, and from 11 to 14 days in each of 
seven out of the 11 years following, Between the 
ages of 32 and 40 the Swiss soldier attends one 
“repetition course’ of 11 days. There are also 
special schools for noncommissioned and commis- 
sioned officers, which require attendance for non- 
commissioned officers of from 20 to 35 days, and 
for commissioned officers of from 45 to 105 days. 

Officers and noncommissioned officers are se- 
lected and promoted by their teachers and com- | 
manders for merit only, wich must be proved 
in service and by appropriate tests and examina- 
tions. No man can be an officer who has not 
served as a private and noncommissioned officer. 
The product of this system is®% genuinely demo- 
cratic army not at all resembling the regular army 
maintained by the United. States, except that it is 
a very efficient army. 

I think that Congress ought to set about the or- 
ganization of this army without a day's delay. 
It may be needed by next autumn for purposes 
of defense; and its existence will need to be evi- 
dent to the whole world if we are to have any 
worthy part in the maintenance of a durable peace 
for liberty and civilization when the present war 


is over. 


Dr. Hadley Says That 
Universal Training 
Is a Necessity 


President of Yale Takes a Decided Stand 
as to Our Future

BELIEVE that universal military training is 
1 not only desirable, but necessary, Desirable 

at all times, because it is worth more than 
it costs as a means of making our citizens effi- 
cient; necessary at jhe present time, because it 
gives us a safeguard against invasion and an in- 
strument to make our wish for permanent peace 
attainable. 

The possibility of an attack upon the heart of 
our country via Mexico and Texas is no longer 
an alarmist’s dream, but a serious, menace. It is 
not at all certain that our navy could prevent a 
foreign Power from giving strong and continuous 
support to such an attack. Our regular army is 


The militia under the present

Three Experts Believe Six Months Training Enough 


I think that a large regular army, with’ a 
comparatively short period of instruction, 
under an abundance of competent officers, is 
the system best suited to the habits of our 
people and most economical in money and 
men.

if not all, ‘of each man’s training would be 
applied in a single period of about 6 months 
spent in the field, in the open season of the 
year, under the instruction, so far as possi- 
ble, of officers of the regular army. It has 
been the view of progressive officers of our 
army, that such a period would be sufficient 
to form a respectable army. The experience 
a? Plattsburg. so far as it has gone, 
has’ served powerfully to confirm this 
view. The recruit in siz months would re- 
ceive over 1200 hours of training as against 
192 hours per year which is required of the 
militia by our new natiok&al defense act, or 
more than six times as much training as is 
received each year by the present cornerstone 


of our citizen defense.

} presses fully my views upon this subject. 


As to the proper period of training, I would pre- 
fer a year to six months, as more satisfactory re- 
sults would be secured; but as it seems to be 
the impression.that if a year’s training is provided 
the measure would be jeopardized, rather than 
lose the advantage of any training at all, I am 
willing to accept a minimum of six months in- 
tensive training. 


Readers of the Post-Dispatch will recall that 
in the interview to which Col. Goethals refers, 
he said: 

“Every man owes a duty to his country which 
he should pay in part by personal service in time 
of need, and it is only fair to him that his country 
should so train him that if ever an emergency 
arises and he is called upon to serve, he may do 
so in the most efficieat manner and with the 
greatest economy of life. That is why I am in 
favor of the proposal for universal military train- 
ing.

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TAX PROBLEM SUGGESTION. . 

Mississippi, like many other states, has a se- 
rious question before it in the necessity of in- 
creasing the State revenue. The constitutional 
means has ceased to be adequate. The latest 
suggestion of a remedy sounds reasonable. It is 
to call a limited constitutional convention, the 
work of which shall be confined to revising-the 
revenue sections of the Constitution. 

This solution has been brought forward aftér a 
review of the improbability of getting immediate 
and satisfactory results from a general constitu- 
tional convention and also of the difficulties of 
other States in an effort to obtain tax legislat- 
tion from Legislatures. The suggestion is that 
delegates to this convention would know exactly 
why they were elected and could define their 
course and win approval or defeat at the polls.

I think it is safe 
to assume thet not over oneialf of 
those men would be fit for military 
service—that is, for intensive ning. 
So we would have about 500,000 na 
year coming up for this period of in- 
tensive training, which ought to begin 
as goon as the season permits in the 
spring, say May 1, and be terminated 
at the end of October of that year. The 
men would terminate their training, in 
other words, in the year in which they 
became 19 years of age, and they they 
Stand ready tor the year of service 
with the colors on reaching 21. 

“When I say a year of service with 
the colors I do not mean living constant- 
ly in barrack or in uniform, but I mean 
that beginning July 1 ot the year in 
which they are 21 and ending with June 
30 of the year in which they are 2, 
every man who has had this intensive ' 
training during his nineteenth year, and 
is physically fit, should serve one year 
in a troop, battery or other organiza- 
tion of the citizen force of the military 
establishment. The year of service 
should be commenced by one month of 
field training. In other words, a course 
of repetition, in addition to the six 
months, which he gets in his nineteenth 
year. It is rather doubtful whether w3 
would be able to Eive them a. full 
month. We might have to shorten ‘that 
period of repetition training to a lesser 
period on account of men in business, 
but there certainly should be a mini- 
mum of 20 days—a month, if we can 
give it—of work in camp. 


Each Year’s Class Would Be Double 
Present National Guard Strength 
“Having finished this period of inten- 
sive training in camp, men remain for 
the balance of the year im a Federal or: 
ganization maintained war strength, | 
completely equipped in every way and 
teady for service. Its officers will be 
men who have been trained in the r 
ficers’ Reserve Corps or elsewhere. Its 
entire enlisted personnel will ‘consist | 
of men who have had six montns ur 
intensive training, followed by ua course 
of repetition. Their status, 80 far as 
freedom of movement and business are 
concerned, would be that which now 
pertains in the case of the national 
guard, 


Each year’s class will represen about 
500,000 men, or about double the present 
national guard at war strength. Its force 
will de composed of young men. at the 
age of physical best and minimum de- 
pendent: and, business. responsibility. 
They will have known in advance that 
they are to render this service during 
their twenty-first year, and in case of 
a call euch as has recently been made 
those affected will be men who have 
made preparation for just such a con- 
tingency. They will be men in the ful! 
vigor of youth and whose withdrawal 
for service will cause a minimum of 
hardship and inconvenſence. If condi- 
tions should exist which render it prob- 
able that more than 600,000 men might be 
needed in case of a call, the class should 
be held for the colore for an additional 
year, which would hold in a condition 
of immediate readiness the class of 21 
and the class ‘of 22, or 1,000,000 men. 
If additional classes were needed they 
could be called by successive years, 23, 
24, etc. I should include in the first 
line troops men from A to 2 inclu- 
sive. 

“In othen words, I would have the 
service begin with the twenty-first year 
and términate with the twenty-eighth, 
or a period of eight years. This would 
give us a total of approximately 4,000,- 
0% men who have had as good tape 
ing as it is possible to give them in 
that time. Ordinary casualties wows | 
scmewhat reduce this total, but it 
would be safe to say that we should | 
have available at least 3,700,000 in this | 
firet line group and probably more.

World’s Trend Is Towards Popular 
Government and Universal Military 
Service. 

In other words, this steady trend 
on the part of the nations of the 
earth toward popular government on 
the one hand and universal military 
training and service on the other, 
represents but the steady growth of 
an ideal in justice and fair play, 
namely, that he who has a voice in 
the selection of his own Government 
is bound in honor to defend that Gov- 
ernment. It means further that in 
spite of past prejudices the peoples 
of the earth today recognize tnat 
there is a great difference between 
compulsion to serve a sovereign and 
compulsion to serve a commonwealth; 
that in the latter case, compulsory 
service means merely the deliberate 
voluntary choice of the people them- 
selves. 

This method of selective training— 
training only a small portion of the 
young men of the country, selected 
by lot—leaves out of consideration 
the well-known historical fact that it 
is impossible now to forecast the ex- 
tent of future exigencies is unknown 
wars. In the second place, it fails to 
utilize the influence in prevention of 
war which comes from the fact that 
a nation has made itself ready to ex- 
ercise its entire power. Finally, it 
leaves out of consideration all benefit 
to the citizenship at large. I have 
come to believe that, however import- 


standpoint of national defense, it is 
even more important from that of the 
moral and eeonomic benefit which 


nation. In my opinion, the young 
man of America needs the benefit of 
military training even more than the 
army of his country needs him. 

In support of such a belief, we now 
have the benefit of the experiment of 
the military training camp at Platts- 
burg. I have yet to meet a man who 
has been through the course at 
Plattsburg, or the father or mether 
of such a man, who has not become a 
convert to the benefits of field mili- 
tary trainig inteligently applied to 
the American youth. 

I have no faith with those who say 
that universal military training is at 
variance only with the false notions 
of democracy held by men whose 
grasp on reality is feeble with the 
only possitle democracy, democracy 
in this plain old world of ours, with 
all its limitations of human nature, 
language, race and sex, universal 
military training is not alone consist- 
ent, but it is the only basis upon 
which such a democracy can safely 
rest. It is one of the surest levelers 
of undemocratic distinction. It is one 
of the surest means by which the 
modern boy can be brought face to 
face with both the hard and the noble 
facts of real life. It is the only way 
in which some boys can experience 
the elemental facts of hunger, cold, 
exhaustion or may learn of the vital 
stores of nerve, grit and courage by 
which such evils can be met. 

Paths of Principle, Experience and 

Patriotism Merge Together. 

The bulk, if not all, of each man’s train- 
ing would be applied in a single périod 
of about six months spent in the field, 
in the open séason of the year, under 
the instruction, so far as possible, of 
officers of the regular army. 

It has been the view of progressive 
officers of our army that such a period 
would be sufficient to form a respectable 
army. The experience at Plattsburg, 80 
far as it has gone, has served powerful- 
ly to confirm this view. The recruit in 
six months would receive over 1200 hours 
of training, as against the 192 hours per 
year which is required of the militia 
by our new national defense act, or 
more than six times as much training as 
is received each year by the present cor- 
ner stone of our citizen defense. 

Those who raise the question of ex- 
pense have never considered the enor- 
mous saving to be derived from trans- 
ferring the military policy of this coun- 
try from a basis of pay to a basis of 
duty and patriotism. The item of pay 
for the regular army has hitherto con- 
stituted fifty millions of ou rone hun- 
dred million army budget. Under the 
militia system of our present law, we 
pay the national guardsman at the 
Same rate as the regular for field serv- 
ice, besides the pay which we give him 
for armory drills. Under the system of 
universal training, as carried on in other 
democracies, this {tem is practically 
wiped out, nor would there be any of 
the expensive army posts which now 
serve to increase the cost of our military 
establishment. Careful calculations 
made by the o rs of the regular 
army indicate that we could train for 
six months the estimated 500,000 youth of 
this nation, who reach the age of train- 
ing each year, and are physically fit, for 
less than half the money we have spent 
during the past six months in the barren 
job of mobilizing 138,000 guardsmen upon 
the Mexican border. If we had done 
that last year, what a difference would 
we have achieved in the defensive posi- 
tion of our country and in the efficiency 
of our youth.

Report Alleges Influence of 
Politics Is Apparent in Recent 
City Appointments. 


That an inquiry of all city department 
heads has been made to find out how 
the Efficiency Board is working out 
under the new rules adopted last fall, 
when Thomas H. Rogers was succeeded 
as chairman by Charles Hertenstein, 
was revealed yesterday when the Civic 
League Committee on Efficiency in 
Public Service submitted a statement to 
the leagues’ executive officers, charg- 
ing the influence of politics in appofnt- 
ments at the city hall. 

The committee’s report says: Be- 
cause of the fact that the holding of 
examinations to fill many positions to 
which temporary appointments had been 
made was suspended last September, it 
cannot be sald that the efficiency sys- 
tem has progressed much since that 
time. In fact, there seems to be some 
ground for believing that ft has not 
held its own: The very fact that a great 
many temporary appointments have 
been and are being made subject to ex- 
amination later means that the bars 
have been somewhat let down. Of 
course, the efficiency system has never 
had an opportunity to really become

TARVATION, SAYS 
5. ARMY OFFICER 


Brigadier-General Kuhn Declares 
Nation Would Go Long Way 
to Obtain Peace. 


HE Was IN BERLIN 


Declares That Universal Mili- 
tary Training Is Necessary 
in America. 


NEW YORK, March -10.—Brig.-Gen. 
Joseph E. Kuhn, president of the Army 
War College, who until recently was

bank, 

Oberhelman had been in the bank for 


five years and was regarded as a valuec 
employe. He left work as usual on Fri- 
day night, Feb. 23, but failed to appear 
Saturday morning. A checking up of 
the cash, revealed, according to C. 8. 
Jobes, the bank’s president, a shortage 
of $25,135 

On the following Wednesday Jobes re- 
ceived a short note from the missing 
teller, sent from Atlanta, Ga. It said 
that he was sorry for what I did to the 
bank“ and informed the president that 
he would return shortly to Kansas City. 
Oberhelman arrived here Monday of 
this week and immediately Went to the 
bank. 
He Returns Money. 

His first act was to give the bank of- 
ficials the name of a safety deposit 
company in Cincinnati, O., where he 
declared he had deposited $24,000 of the 
bank’s money. His statement was veri- 
fied by telegraph and on his order the 
money was transferred back to the 
vaults of the Security National. He then 
replaced the remaining money of the 
missing sum. 

Oberhelman, according to Jobes, was 
disinclined to talk of his act, but said 
that he believed. he could invest. the 
money and replace it before the Toss. 
detected. As soon as he had the money. 
in hts possession, he declared, his con. 
science began troubling him. Jobes said 
it was his opinion that Oberhelman was 
mentally irresponsible when he left the 
bank. 

Oberhelman's body was found today 
when a maid, unable to enter the room, 
saw it through the transom. He had 
shot himself, evidently yesterday morn- 
ae 

Notes signed by Oberhelman were 
found near his body. One was addressed 
to his bride, asking her forgiveness. 

Married Last Thursday. 

Wednesday night Oberhelman went to 
the home of Jobes and had a talk as 
to his future. He was advised to go to 
his people in Kansas, but not to accept 
a position of trust where the bank would 
have to be asked for reference. Thursday 
Oberhelman obtained @ marriage license 
and was married.

Following the meeting of 40 chairman 
of the four transportation organizations,

Chairman at Meeting.

A statement was given out, signed by 
Warren S. Stone, grand chief of the en- 
gineers; L. E. Sheppard, acting president 
of the conductors; W. 8. Carter, presi- 
dent of the-firemen and enginemen, and

G. Lee, president of the trainmen, 
announting that a plan of settlement of 
the coritroversy bad been drafted by the 
brotherhood heads and approved by the 
chairman. While the details of the set- 
tlement plan were not divulged. it was 
stated that the union representatives 
would tay before railroad officials a 
compromise plan based on the employes’ 
fight for an eight-hour day. 

“It was decided to renew efforts to ob- 
tain a settlement,“ the official statement 
said, and a meeting has been arranged 
with the National Conference Commit- 
tee of the railways, t be held in New 
York, on Thursday Larch 15.“ 

The plan will be submitted for the 
approval of the chairman ot Eastern 
roads at a meeting in New York next 
Wednesday. 

Today's meeting was attended by rep- 


@resentatives of men employed on the 


New York Central lines, east and west 
of Bufaflo, including the Michigan Cen- 
tral, the Big Four and the Pittsburgh 
and Lake Erie Railroad, and the Penn 
sylvania, Nickel Plate, Baltimore and 
Ohio and other roads. 

“The settlement conference with the 
railroad officials will have nothing to 
do with whatever action the Supreme 
Court takés in the present test of the 
Adamson law, President Lee said. “An 
effort will be made to reach an agree- 
ment that will bring péace between 
the railroads and the men if the law 
is held constitutional. An effort also 
will be made to work out a plan that 
wiil effectively take the place of the 


stitutional.”’ 
Brotherhood Statement. 

The four chief executives issued the 
following statement: 

“A meeting was held at Cleveland, 
March 10, by representatives of the four 
train and engine organizations, the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
Order of Railway Conductofs, Brother- 
hood of Lecomotive Firemen and En- 
ginemen, and Brotherhood of Rallroad 
Trainmen, in response to a call issued 
by the chief executives, for the purpose 
of conferring as to the situation regard.

Submarine Chasers Will Be 


Discussed. 
WASHINGTON, March 10.—Plans 
for immediate construction of a large 
number of submarine chasers for use 
in coast patrol work will be discussed 
with motor boat builders at a confer- 
ence called by Secretary Daniels to 
meet here Monday. 

The navy department has designs 
for several types of chasers, ranging 
from 30-foot boats up to a big, swift 
craft more than 100 feet in length. 
In order to make use of the small 
boat shops that dot the American 
coasts, it is proposed to build many 
of the chasers of wood instead of 
steel. 

Naval officials 9 have fa - 
vored the larger boats. A boat 110 
feet long would be able to keep the 
sea continuously in ordinary weather 
for a considerable period. - Heavier 
guns could be carried also, and living 
conditions for the crew would be bet- 
ter. 

It has been estimated that the first 
chasers could be constructed in two 
months or less, and that duplicates 
could be produced at the rate of 30 
to 50 a week thereafter. 


U-BOAT DETECTION SYSTEM 
BEING TRIED BY NAVAL BOARD 


Secret, Station for Experimental Work 
Already Establish 
President for Life. 

NEW YORK, March 10.—A large fleet 
of ligh{-draft high-speed motor boats, 
built preferably of wood and carrying 
guns. should be provided at the earliest 
pessible moment for the proteétion of 
cossts and harbors, in the opinion of 
tl.e Naval Consulting Board, which held 
a long session here today. A resolu- 
tion to this effect was passed and for- 
warded to Secretary Daniels. 

Announcement was made that the 
beurd has begun experimenting on un- 
derwater detection of submarines. A 
secret station for this work already has 
teen established. More than 100 sug- 
gestions have been received by the 
board, it was said, as to means of meet- 
ing a possible submarine menace, and 
scme of these will be tried.

ORDER TO FIRE ON U-BOATS 
WAR ACT, SIR SAM HUGHES SAYS 


Canadtan Former Minister of Militia, 
in New York, Confers With 
Major-General Wood. 

NEW YORK, March 10.—Major-Gener- 
al Sir Sam Hughes, former Minister of 
Militia in Canada, came to New York 
yesterday, his mission, according to re- 
ports, being to confer, as a representa- 
tive of the British army, with United 
States army officers. He admitted he 
had conferred with Major-General Leon- 
ard Wood at Governor’s Island. He 
said that if the State Department had 
ruled that armed American merchant- 
men might fire on German submarines 
at sight, it was an act of war. 

“If there is war, he said, the Tan- 
kees of today will prove that they have 
not degenerated from those of years ago. 
Your soldiers are among the finest to 
be found anywhere.“ 


BERNSTORFF REACHES NORWAY 


Party on Frederick VIII Welcomed 
by Germans at Christiana, 


LONDON, March 1 — Count von 
Bernstorff, former German Ambassa- 
dor- at Washington, arrived ia 
Christiana this morning tn the midat 
of a snowstorm, according to an Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from Co- 
penhagen. 

On reaching the quay several hun- 
dred members of the German tolony 
and representatives of the Legation 
gave the returning passengers an 
enthusiastic welcome, the first words 
heard by the former Ambassador as

TO DAUNT WAITRESS} 


~ONPICKET DUTY 


Striker Now Feels Uneasy Unless 
She Gets Ride in Patrol 
Wagon Each Week. 


Madge Keith, waitress, although ar- 
rested about 25 times in the last 14 
weeks, is still on the job as a strike 
picket in front of Robinson's restdu- 
rant, 3559 Olive street. She doesn't miss 
a day, except when being “pinched” 
interferes. 

But Miss Keith no longer entertains 
fear of arrest. It’s getting to oe a 
regular thing for her; something to be 
expected, and all in a day’s work. Some- 
how she feels uneasy without a ride 
once or twice a week in a patrol wagon. 
To a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday, 
while on picket duty, Miss Kieth told 
of her experiences with the police. There 
were occasional interruptions, as she 
broke the thread of her narrative to 
mutter to passers-by: 

Don't patronize this 
unfair to union labor!” 
“Yes, I've been arrested about 25 times; 
I stopped counting when I reached the 
eighteenth time,“ she related, in a mod- 
ulated voice. And I might be arrested 
B more—but it's all in a day’s work with 
me now!” 

Develops Sense of Humor. 

Miss Kieth is 24 years old, about 5 
feet 2 inches tall, and weighs 100 pounds. 
She lives at 19022A North Grand avenue, 
and is a member of Waitresses’ Union, 
Local 249. Her hair is dark, her eyes 
are blue, and 14 weeks’ experience as 
a picket—up ang down in front of the 
restaurant—have developed in here a 
sense of humor. Since she was 11 years 
old she has been making her own way 
in the world. 

was never arrested until I started 
picketing this restaurant,” Miss Kieth 
explained. We don't want 80 very 
much, either. The restaurant pays $1 


restaurant—it’s 


a day and 8 hours’ work. We want 81.10 


a day 8 eight hours’ work. We couldn't 
get it. So we struck.” 

“The first week of the strike I was 
walking slowly in front of the building, 
doing nothing harmful, when I was ar- 
rested because I spoke to one of the 
waitresses entering the place. 

„1 was scared, half scared to death, 
and humiliated—it was my first time. I 
cried all the way to the police station, 
ani I cried some more when I got 
there. The policeman took it all as a 
jcke. But now when they arrest me I 
look upon it as a joke—for I've never 
been fined. Judge Hogan knows that 
wo are in the right. 

‘The second time that I was arrested 
the policeman—a big six-footer—slapped 
hes hand on my arm and said: 

“I'm going to run the wheels off the 
wagon getting you to the police station.’ 
Then the wagon came. I was ‘boosted’ 
up into it, scared again. There Was one 
policeman, on each side of me, and each 
one took one of my hands and pinched 
the thumbs until I cried. I guess it was 
the jiu-jitau that they were working on 
me. a 

“Across on the other seat was a big, 

fat policeman, who announced he was 
going to slap me in the face ‘just for 
luck.’ 
Ot course I was frightened; I'm only 
five-foot two, and not accustomed to po- 
hicemen changing their luck by slapping 
me: He drew back to hit me, the police- 
men on either side twinged my thumbs 
—end I screamed, and then kicked! The 
kick wasn't aimed at anyone particu- 
lar, but naturally I kicked straight 
ahead, and my foot—well, it hit the 
fat policeman right in his stomach. 

Woot! he said, just like that, and 


‘alepped his hands over the place where 


I kicked him; then he did curse me, 
that te, when he got his breath back.

WONDON, March 10.—Official infor- 
mation was received here today that 
the Norwegian steamer Storstad, a 


Belgian relief ship, which had one 
American citizen on board, had been 
sunk by a submarine. 

Only 13 men from the Storstad have 
been landed, says a Cork dispatch to 
Lloyds weekly news. They were the 
occupants of the only boat reach shore, 
which they did after fighting stormy 
seas for 36 hours. John Roy Christian, 
the American member of the crew, Was 
among them. The fourth engineer died 
of exposure and two boats containing 
more than 30 men are missing.

“We were showing two Belgian relief 
bars on each mast and had the Belgian 
relief ensign painted on four parts of the 
ship. In addition we had the Norwegian 
flag hoisted and it was also painted on 
the sides of the vessel.“ 

Christian gave the following account 
of his experience: 

The submarine, on sighting us, de- 
gan to fire shells. We called out that 
we were a Belgian relief ship, but when 
we thought that all danger had passed 
We took 
to the boats and caught up to the other 
boats which had gone on before. 

The Germans began firing shells al! 
around and some fell near the boats. 
We were a good distanee from the Stor- 
stad. 

„We were in the boats for 36 hours, 
with a heavy sea running and a strong 
wind against us. We were bailing con- 
stantly and everybody became exhaust- 
ed. The fourth engineer became very ill 
and died in the boat. The submarine 
refused to to wus when we asked for 
such aid.“ 

The Storstad carried 10,000 tons of 
maize, which was badly need in Bel- 
gium.

Republicans Admit They Fear 
Strength of Connett in May- 
orality Racé. 


Fellowing the primarv election at 
which William C. Connett was nominat- 
ed by the Democrats for Mayor and 
Mayor Kiel was renominated by the Re- 
publicans, both parties yesterday began 
organizing for the municipal election. 
April 3. 

Arrangements were made by both the 
Democratic and Republican City Com- 
mittees to call conventions next Friday 
to nominate six candidates for the 
Board of Education. 

Republican City Chairman Schmoll no- 
tified Democratic City Chairman Leon- 
ard that if the Democrats would nom- 
inate desirable candidates for the Board 
of Education, the Republicans would 
accept four Democrats and nominate 
only two Republicens. Under such an 
arrangement, the Board of Education 
again would become bi-partisan. There 
are now two more Republicans on the 
board than Democrats, due to the fact 
that the Democratic conventions here- 
tofore have nominated some candidates 
not acceptable to the Republicans. 

The Republican nominees will meet 
at the Planters’ Hotel at 7:30 p. m. 
Wednesday to draft and adopt a plat- 
form. The Democratic candidates also 
will adopt a platform before their con- 
vention. It is probable that the candi- 
‘dates will submit their platforms to tho 
conventions of their respective partie; 
for approval. 


The Republican City Committee wil 


meet at 2:30 p. m. tomorrow to issue 
calls for ward mass meetings nex*t 
Thursday to select delegates to the city 
convention. The Democratic City Com- 
mittee has also taken steps to arrange 
for ward mass meetings. 

Both Won by Clear Majorities. 

Both Mayor Kiel and Connett won 
their nominations in Friday’s primary 
by clear majorities over all opponents. 
Mayor Kiel’s majority over the three 
candidates against him—Louis Alt, How- 
ard Siderfer and Julius Haller—was 14,- 


216, while he had a lead of 25,435 over 


Alt, his. nearest opponent. 

Connett received 2081 more votes than 
both Dr. John H. Simon and Frank H. 
Gerhart, his plurality over Dr. Simon 
being 3331. 

Mayor Kiel had almost the solid sup- 
port of the Républican City Committee, 
and in addition, about 10,000 municipal 
employes who were released from duty 
Friday to actively participate in the elec- 
tion. 
employes at work in each precinct get- 
ting out the vote for him. 

The Democratic City Committee was 
almost evenly divided between Connett 
and Dr. Simon. The South St. Louis 
wards, where the voters largely are 
of German parentage, supported Dr. 
Simon, as he is of German origin. 
He was also supported by the party or- 
ganization of the First and Second 
wards, where the influence of John T. 
Soy was thrown against Connett. The 


Twenty-sixth Ward also went strongly 


for Simon. The Third, Fourth and 
Fifth wards ~~ve Connett topheavy 
majorities, and most of the West End 
wards gave him either a majority or a 
substantial vote. Dr. Simon failed to 
show anything like his strength of four 
years ago, when, with the support of 
only one city committeeman, he defeat- 
ed Saunders Norvell, then president of 
the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Co., for 
the nomination. With the support of 
about half the city committee, his vote 
in Friday’s primary election fell 10,000 
short of his vote of four years ago. 
Player Has Big Majority. 

For Comptroller, James Y. Player, 
Democrat, was renominated by a vote 
of almost two to one over Charles Reil- 
ly, an optician. Louis Nolte, former 
Sheriff, made a runaway race for the 
Republican nomination for Comptroller, 
defeating Isaac N. Brown by a majority 
of 32,899. Nolte had the unanimous sup- 


port of the Republican organization, 


while Brown was a new figure in poll 
tics. 

The Republican bote for Mayor 
was: Kiel, 36,781; Alt, 11.346; Siden- 
er, 10,424, and Haller, 795. Demo- 
cratic: Connett, 17,728; Simon, 14,398, 
and Gerhart, 1250. 

Mayor Kiel’s decisive victory in the 
primary election was not surprising 
to the political observers who have 
watched his plans ‘during the last 
two years. Henry L. Weeke, who was 
kept on the city payroll at a salary 
of $150 a month, in defiance of the 
regulations of the Efficiency Board, 
repaid the Mayor by delivering his 
ward, the Seventeenth, to Kiel by a 
majority of 1086 over the combined 
opposition. 

With the opposition in Republican 
ranks to Mayor Kiel split among the 
three candiddtes, political leaders like 
Collector Koeln, who has been op- 
posed to Kiel, refused to take any 
hand in the contest. Koeln foresaw 
that Kiel would have an easy vic- 
tory, unless all opposition to him 
could be united on some ctrong can- 
Gidate who had a positive strength 
of his own. 

The Republican organization was 
able to put over its slate candidates 
for Aldermen in nearly every ward. 
Four of the 13 Aldermen who were 
candidates for renomination were de- 
feated. They were Alderman Rudolph 
of the First Ward, who was defeated 
by William E. Godfrey, a merchant;

LEAVE COMMITTEE 


Some of Party Leaders Denounce 
Senator for Opposition to 
Arming Ships. 


A number of leading St. Louis Demo- 
crats were interviewed by the Post- 
Dispatch as to their opinion of Senator 
Stone's conduct in opposition to the 
armed ship bill. The interviews were 
obtained before Stone’s statement, pur- 
porting to explain his action fully, had 
been published. The different expres- 
sions are as follows: 

Samuel B. MePheeters, former 
President of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners: Senator Stone certainly owes 
it to the Democratic party to resign the 
chairmanship of the foreign relations 
committee. I -believe the President 
would feel much more confidence in the 
committee if it had another chairman. 

Morton Jourdan, lawyer: No public 
servant has ever rendered Missouri 
more conspicuous and efficient public 
service than Senator Stone. He has 
been the loyal supporter and friend 
of the administration. He thinks for him- 
self, and has, during his entire public 
career;; he has never been a political 
or senatorial pawn to be moved around 
upon the chessboard of politics or legis- 
lation by any .ne. When the excite- 
ment and criticism of the moment have 
cleared, and the public understand 
Stone’s conduct and position, it will be 
found that he was not disloyal to Mis- 
sourl, to the country, or to the Pres- 
ident and I predict it will conclusively 
appear that in the amendment offered 
by him he was correct. 

Marion C. Early, lawyer: I don't 
think Senator Stone should resign 
from the chairmanship of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. I was in Wash- 
ington Saturday and heard his speech. 
I must say that in my opinion he 
was moved by patriotic motives. I 
am satisfied of that. A good many 
reasons were given by 5 to show 
that he was conscientious. He be- 
lieved the biH unconstitutional. 
Many people differ with him. Per- 
sonally I am on the other side. But 
I am satisfied from the reasons he 
gave that his motives were pure. 

J. W. Estes, insurance: I feel 
about the same as everybody else 
seems to feel. If I had the 30 
pleces of silver I would send them 
to him. He should resign from the 
chairmanship of the committee. If he 
is not in harmony with the President 
ard the people he is in a position to 
block the game. The impression here 
is that he is not in harmony with the 
spirit of the President and the people 
and therefore he cannot represent the 
best interests of the majority of the 
people. 

Dr. Fayette C. Ewing: I wrote to 
Senator Stone that Missouri bowed her 
Lead in regret at the fall of her great 
leader, and old-line Democrats like my- 
self who had stood by him in the past 
und refused to hear the voice of calum- 
ny hung their heads at his indefensive 
action. His explanation to the New 
york World, I told him, was utterly in- 
adequate, in that it did not excuse him 
in deserting the ship in time of stress 
aii danger to the republic. I told him 
he was an old man and impaired in 
Lealth and I would probably not have 
a chance to vote against him, but that 
J. like tens of thousands of others, 
would not forget. He should resign, and 
if he does not resign he should be 
ciusted., 

Herman W. Fay, former chairman 
of Democratic City Committee: I 
think Senator Stone made a great 
mistake. He should have sup- 
ported the President. I don't see 
how he can consistently remain on 
tte Foreign Relations Committee. He 
certainly has sense enough to realize 


there. Other things will be coming up 
ard he has shown that he cannot be 
trusted to support the President. He 
should resign. He is a good man and 
is sincere in his attitude and has done 
some good for the,country. He should 
he given an opportunity to resign. 

S. W. Fordyce Jr., lawyer: I don’t 
know Senator Stone's position. I as- 
Sume that he has some justification 
and that he has acted conscientious- 
ly, but I don’t understand it. I am 
bewildered. I have no opinion as to 
whether he should resign. 

Thomas E. Mulvihill, former Excise 
Commissioner: There is nothing left for 
Senator Stone to do but resign as chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. He owes it to himself, to the peo- 
ple of Missouri and to the people of the 
United States. I have supported Stone 
in all of his political aspirations for 
31 years, but I can never support him 
again, because I feel he has betrayed 
the trust Imposed upon him by the peo- 
ple of Missouri. 

John A. Bilevina; former Ctrcuit 
Judge: I want to hear Senator Stone's 
reason for taking the position he did 
before I pass judgment on him. I hate 
to throw a man overboard who has ren- 
dered good service in the past, so I'll 
reserve my judgment until after he has 
offered an explanation. 

Charles Cummings Collins, attr- 
ney: Senator Stone's action was en- 
tirely tnexcusable. If he does not vol- 
untarily resign I would be tn favor of 
putting him out, if there is any way it 
ean be done. 

Edward Deve, coal dealer: Stone 
knows what he is doing. We don't 
understand things as well as he does. 
He is a careful man and I think 
what he did was done from*conscien- 
tious motives. He should not de 
asked to resign. 

James R Clathorne, attorney: If 
am heartily in favor of the sentiment 
expressed in the Post-Dispatch’s editor.

A 
champion at 20, he had been pointed 
to as a model of deportment. A few 
weeks before his sudden departure, 
Darcy went up to Brisbane, in the 
northern state of, Queensland,. to 
fight Dave Smith, Ms former boxing 
tutor. Brisbane received him as a 
conquering hero, and the mayor of 
the city gave him a public reception. 
Darcy knocked out Smith without 
any trouble in a few roundg. 

While he was in Brisbane he told 
a newspaper man that he intende 1 
to report for enlistment as soon as 
he returned to Sydney. Naturally 
that enhanced his reputation. Aus- 
tralia saw visions of him as a sec- 
ond Georges Carpentier. But Darcy, 
on his return south, said nothing 
further about joining the colors. 
Finally it was given out that his 
mother would not consent, and that 
he would have to wait till he was 21. 
Youths are accepted for the army 
from 18 years up, but parents’ con- 
sent is required for those under 21. 
As Darcy would come of age in a 
few weeks, it was thought that his 
enlistment was only deferred by that

This is the first official declaration 
of Aolicy made by C. W. Nash, the 
manufacturing and merchandising 
genius, who has held the center of in- 
‘terest since his acquisition of the big 
Jeffery plant last September.

Mr. Nash, in outlining his reasons 
for this decision, states that since his 
purchase of the Jeffery plant, he has 
examined the construction of Jeffery 
Six in every detail, and put it to every 
test of machine shop and road. 

In reviewing some of the points of 
Jeffery Six construction, Mr. Nash 
says: “I have been in the business of 
building and selling carriages and 
motor cars for some 26 years. But I 
can say frankly that I have never 
known a car that was better con- 
structed than this Jeffery Six. 
| “I have personally inspected this car 
in every detail. Some of the things 
Which I learned about it surprise me. 
For instance, it has more alloy steel 
in its make-up than most American 
cars. Alloy steel is a superior mate- 
rial because of its great strength and 
resistance to wear. 

“After I had satisfied myself on the 
various points of construction I test- 
Jed this car for performance. I found 
that it was extremely flexible, with a 
range of speed on high“ from two to

The Mississippi Valley Motor Co. ship 
cars from St. Louis to Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Arkansas; Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, and drive-outs are made to points 
in Illinois and Missouri and Northern 
Arkansas.

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sitting as the United States Court 
for the District of Utah, passed on 
the case, following a hearing which 
was held in St. Louls more than a 
year ago. The court’s decision was 
given out by Judge Sanborn here, 
after he had been notified that a 
copy had been filed with the district 
clerk at Salt Lake City. 

The suit was the second step in 
the Government’s effort to dissolve, 
by litigation, the so-called Harriman 
railway system. The first step was 
a suit to bring about the separation 
of the Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific systems. In that proceeding, 
the Government lost its suit in the 
District Court of Minnesota, but won 
on an appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Sherman Law Violation Alleged. 

By the first suit the Government 
divorced the Union Pacific, which has 
its main lines from Omaha and Kan- 
sas City to Ogden, Utah, from the 
Southern Pacific, which has as its 
main line the “Sunset” route from 
New Orleans to San Francisco, and 
which ‘also controls and operates the 
Central Pacific from San Francisco 
to a connection with the Union Pa- 
cific at Ogden. 

The Government then undertook, by 
the present suit, to divorce the Central 
Pacific from the Southern Pacific. In 
the suit, filed in February, 1914, the 
Government alleged that the Sherman 
anti-trust law was violated by the joint 
ownership and operation of the Central 
and “Sunset” lines. The Government 
also charged violation of the Pacific 
railroad act, passed by Congress in 
1862, which was designed to provide con- 
tinuous connected lines from the Mis- 
souri River to the Pacific coast, with 
equal advantage to all other roads. 

The decision in this case was written 
by Judge Hook, Judge Sanborn concur- 
ring. Judge Carland wrote a dissenting 
opinion, a copy of which was not avail- 
able here. The Government will have 
the right of ‘appeal to the Supreme 
Court, as in the Union Pacific case. 

In the majority opinion, as set forth 
by Judge Hook, two points stand out. 
First, the opinion says it is doubtful 
whether the Sherman law can reach 
proprietary relations formed before the 
passage of the law. It says: 

“Tf the anti-trust act be onstrued to 
reach proprietary, relations (as distin- 
guished from those of a mere continuous 
operating character), formed long prior 
to its passage, whereby divergent and 
tangental lines of road to widely sep- 
arated gateways or points in the cur- 
rents of traffic movement are held in a 
single ownership or control, its enforce- 
ment would have such a destructive ef- 
fect upon established accepted railroad 
systems of the country that their in- 
clusion within the intent of Congress 
may well be doubted.” 

No Injury to Shippers Shown, 

The second point is that the opera- 
tion of the Central Pacific as a part 
of the Southern Pacific system has not 
been shown to have an injurious effect 
on shippers. 

It was recalled that at the hearing 
in St. Louis the attorneys for the Gov- 
ernment sought to show that the South- 
ern Pacific had discriminated against 
the central route in favor of the Sun- 
set’ Une; and that attorneys for the 
Southern Pacific denied this contention. 
At that time, one of the attorneys for 
the Government was asked by Judge 
Sanborn: “If no wrong to shippers has 
been shown, how can the Court issue 
an injunction?’ 

The opinion states that, under the con- 
trol of the Central Pacific by the 
Southern Pacific, “the Government and 
the public were being served adequate- 
ly.” 

During the arguments the Government 
called attention to the raflroad laws of 
California, which were alleged to have 
been violated in the merger. On this 
point the Court holds that the anti- 
trust law does not “pick up the laws 
of states for original enforcement, but 
Geals with actual conditions affecting 
interstate commerce, whether they are 
affected by those laws or not.” 


Attorney in Case Says He Aseumes 
Government WII Appeal. 
ATCHISON, Kan., March 0.—The de- 
cision as to whether the Government 
shall appeal from the decision entered 
today in the Southern Pacific case rests 
with the Department of Justice and the 
Solicitor-General at Washington, James 
W. Orr of this city, who was one of the 
Government’s trial attorneys, said. “I 
assume the Government will appeal to 
the Supreme Court, just as was done in 
some of the other litigation,” he said.

The total cost of the two, including the 
sites, will approximate $1,500,000. 

| Contracts for the improvement at Sev- 
enteenth and Locust streets have been 
let, according to John H. Bogue, the 
agent for the building, and work will be- 
gin tomorrow. The building when com- 
pleted. will be occupied mainly by ad- 
vertising concerns, publishing houses 
and kindred lines, for which it has been 
designed. 

The Garrison & Wagner Printing Co. 
has taken a lease of the three upper 
floors and other concerns whith have 
‘signed leases for space in the building 
are: Fisher-Steinbruegge Advertising 
Co., the Tradesmen’s Publishing Co., the 
Drygoodsman, Root Newspaper Asso- 
ciation, Missouri Woman Publishing Co., 
Masonic Directory Co., Rapid Engrav- 
ing Co., Triangle Service Bureaus The 
Wizard Foot Appliance Co. has leased 
the sixth floor, and will sublet space to 
the Twihplex Sales Co., and the Damily 
Opera Chair Organization. The Gard- 
ner Advertising Co. has leased the fifth 
floor. All leases are for 15 years. 

6800. 000 Business Structure. 

The building, the cost of which is es- 
timated at $300,000, will be of concrete, 
brick and steel construction, with terra 
cotta trimmings and will occupy a lot 
565x155 feet. It is to be equipped with 
rapid passenger elevators, mail chute 
and other conveniences. An attractive 
feature will be a handsome entrance and 
lobby. 

The architect is Albert B. Groves and 
Murch Bros are the contractors. The 
builder is the Seventeenth Street Realty 
Co., of which Brown is president and 
principal stockholder. All the negotia- 
tions for the improvement were con- 
ducted by John H. Bogue, 521 Boatmen’s 
Bank Bullding, who will have charge of 
the property. 

The second and third floors will be di- 
vided into offices for various lines of 
business, principally those associated 
with the advertising and publishing bus!- 
ness.

GRTISED WILSON, 
QUITS UNIVERSITY 


Pacifist’s Resignation From To- 
ledo Institution Caused by 
Adverse Comment. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOLEDO, O., March 10.— Scott 
Nearing, dean of the college of arts, 
Toledo University, tendered his res- 
ignation today. It was brought about 
by the advetse criticism of Nearing’s 
strong opposition to President Wil- 
son's policies. 

Nearing heads the Toledo pacifist’s 
movement. His chief supporter, Con- 
gressman Sherwood, has also been 
asked by some of his constituents to’ 
resign his seat in Congress. He re- 
fuses to do so. Sherwood ‘took part 
in 43 battles in the civil war and was 
mustered out as a brigadier-general 
for gallant service. Nearing’s state- 
ment follows: 

Jam opposed to tyranny, despot- 
ism and irresponsible power, whether 
vested in a king, kaiser: or any indi- 
vidual group of individuals. I be- 
lieve in democracy and in the broth- 
erhood of all men. No community 
can endure which ignores the golden 
rule, the basic law of social life— 
each for all and all for each. 

“Millions of people are today seek- 
ing to overthrow German militarism. 
There are two methods of securing 
this result. The first is to militarize 
all of the great nations. I am op- 
posed to this plan because I believe 
that the dearest liberties of democ- 
racy must be sacrificed in the proc- 
ess. The other method is to promul- 
gate a higher ideal than the ideal of 
militarism. 

„Ideas and ideals are the most power- 
ful and permanent things in the world, 
as our own history, shows. A century 
and a half ago our ‘ancestors immortal- 
ized themselves by broaching the idea 
of political democracy to a King-ridden 
world. Since that time the idea has en- 
circled to earth. The only possible way 
to save the present day world from mil- 
itarism is to cut to the root of the 
problem and establish an industrial dem- 
ocracy which in its turn maß prove a 
beacon light to mankind. If we adopt 
militarism we lower ourselves to the 
level of German militarism. \ If we adopt 
industrial democracy we have an op- 
portunity to raise them to our new plane 
of justice and liberty.’’ 

Prof. Nearing attracted wide attention 
in 1915 when he failed of reappointment 
as instructor in the Wharton School of 
Finance at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania because of his radical views, es- 
pecially his attitude against corpora‘ 
tions. 


ONIVERSITY OF LOUVAIN TO 
BE RESTORED BY AMERICANS 


Educational Institutions Lead in 
$5,000,000 Project to Repair 
Ravages of War, 

NEW YORK, March 10.—The famous 
University of Louvain, damaged by fire 
and bombardment when the city was 
taken by the Germans in the early days 
of the war, is to be restored through 
the efforts of American educational in- 
stitutions. Clifford N. Carver, former 
secretary to Ambassador Page at Lon- 
don and later secretary to Col. E. M. 
House on his last trip to Europe, so 
announced today on his arrival from 

England. 

Carver said the work would entail the 
expenditure of approximately $5,000,000. 
He consulted Belgian officials and ob- 
tained detailed plans and drawings of 
the buildings, together with a report of 
the actual damage. 

Part of the plan will te to replace so 
far as possible the library that was 
burned when the city was bombarded. 
The restored university will be the gift 
to Belgium from America’s educational! 
institutions.

As the time approaches for the hen 
to become broody or sit, if care is taken 
to look into the nest, it will be seen 
that there are a few soft, un feath- 
ers being left there by her; also the 
hen stays lor on the nest when lay- 
ing at this time, and on being ap- 
proached will quite likely remain in the 
pest, making a clucking noise, ruffling 
her featlers and peckirg at the in- 
truder. 


When it is noted that a hen sits on 
the nest from two to three nights in 


succession, and that most of the feath-] 


are are gone from the breast, which 
should feel hot to the hand, she is ready 
to be transferre? to a nest Which has 
been prepared for her beforehand, ac- 
cording to the poultry specialists of fhe 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The normal temperature of a hen 
is from 106 to 107 degrees Fahrenheit, 
which varies slightly during incubation. 

Dust the hen thoroughly with insect 
powder, and in applying it hold the 
hen by the feet, the head down, work- 
ing the powder well into the feathers, 
giving special attention to regions 
around the vent and under the wings. 
The powder should also be sprinkled in 
the nest. 

The nest should be in some quiet, out- 
-of-the-way place. where the sitting hen 
will not be disturbed. Move her from 
the regular laying nest at night and 
handle her carefully in doing so. Puta 


J china egg or two in the nest where she 


is to sit, and place a board over the 
opening so that she cannot get off. To 
ward the evening of the second day 
quietly go in where she is sitting, leave 
some feed and water, remove the boar 
from the front or top of the nest and 
let the hen come off when she is ready 
Should she return to the nest after 
feeding, remove the china egg or eggs 
and put under those that are to be in- 
cubated. If the nests are slightly dark- 
ened the hens are less likely to become 
restless. 

At hatching time they should be con- 
fined and not be disturbed until the 
hatch is completed, unless they become 
restless, when it may be best to remove 
the chicks that are hatched first. 

In cool weather it is best not to put 
more than 10 eggs under a hen, while 
later in the spring one can put 12 to 
15, according to the size of the hen.

There are a few 200- 
egg hens and a very small number of 
250 to 300 egg hens, but the hens that 
lay during molt and all winter are so 
scarce that they are barely worth 
thinking about. We ought to strive for 
good results in egg-production, for re- 
sults greatly ahove the average, but the 
old hen has her limitations, Jest as her 
owner has.

MORE TRADE PROTESTS. 


In the meantime, Secretary Lansing, on Oct. 21, 1915, had sent a note to 
Great Britain protesting against the detention of American cargoes and 
insisting the British blockade was illegal. The United States cannot sub- 
mit to it,” he concluded.

On Jan. 4, 1916, Mr. Lansing sent a vigorous note to London, protesting 
against the violation of American mails.

Governments promised to be more circumspect in the future and to see 
that the mail of neutrals was expedited, but the promise proved to be worth- 
less, and on May 24, 1916, Mr. Lansing sent a further protest to London and 
Paris in which he declared that the United States can no longer tolerate 


The replies of England and France, on Oct. 12, 1916, emphasized an ad- 
mission made by Mr. Lansing that stocks, bonds and checks might be re- 
garded as merchandise and subject to the exercise of belligerent rights; 
and they declared that that was the reason for opening mail parcels. This 
ended the discussion over mail violations. — 


In justice to Great Britain and her allies: it should be said that, while 
their notes gave little formal satisfaction to the United States in connec- 
tion with its protests against restraint of trade and violation of mails, they 
have freely paid large indemnities to American shippers for goods ruined 
by delay in transit. Chicago packing firms received millions of dollars 
from British courts because of losses suffered through the holding up of 
shipments to neutral countries in English ports. 


Even where cargoes were seized under the British interpretation of 


contraband American and other neutral shippers have been indemnified 
for their losses. 

Within the last six months American mails, too, have been moving 
to neutral countries at a much more n rate though the censorship 
has in no wise been relaxed. 


THE ARMING OF MERCHANT SHIPS. 


Another cause of disagreement between the United States and Germany 
rose over the arming of merchant ships for defensive purposes. English 
ships from the beginning of the war had been armed with guns of small cal- 
iber, but the British Government had explained that they were under no 
circumstances to be used for offense. On Jan. 18, 1916, Mr. Lansing, in 
a note to the entente, declared that the United States Government was 
“impressed with the reasonableness of the (German) argument that a mer- 
chant vessel carrying armament should be regarded as an auxiliary cruiser.” 
He proposed that guns be removed from trading ships. Great Britain, on 
March 23, replied that it was not feasible to do as Lansing suggested, in- 
asmuch as the British Government had no guarantees that epee nal would 
not attack shipping without warning. 

Whereupon the central Powers announced that after Feb. 29, 1916, 
armed merchantmen would be regarded as warships and sunk without 
warning, and cited a number of cases where apparently peaceful merchant- 
men had committed overt acts against submarines. No further formal steps 
were taken by the United States Government in this connection. 

On Jan. 31, 1917, Germany issued its famous proclamation declaring 
unlimited submarine war. A zone was designated about the entente coun- 
tries and in the Mediterranean in which Berlin declared that all ships 
met with would be sunk.”

mechanism was too delicate to stand the shock of bat- 
tle. : 

The department was developing a system of its own, 
which gave great promise of success; and, in recognition 
of my interest in the subject, I had been invited to 
witness the final tests of the installation during the 
spring target practice of the Oklahoma.“ 

There are moments in one’s life which Btand out with 
sharp definition amid the crowded and more or less 
blurred memories of the past. Among these I shall ever 
reckon the breakfast hour, on the morning of April 1. 
1917, in the wardroom of the Oklahoma, flagship of 
the United States Atlantic fleet, which was at anchor, on 
that particular day, off Vera Cruz. . 

The conversation in the wardroom mess had been 
drifting along in a desultory way, when an orderly en- 
tered with a request for the presence of the executive 
officer in the Admiral’s cabin. In a few minutes Com- 
mander Burnley returned holding in his hand a wireless 
message. There was that in his face which caused a 
sudden hush. 

“IT have here a radio message from Washington by 
way of Key West,” he said, “which I will read: ‘Alau- 
nia has declared war on the United States. Have infor- 
mation Alaunian advance fleet is following southern 
course for Caribbean; second fleet on northern course 
for our Atlantic coast. Proceed full speed for Guanta- 
namo Bay, Cuba, to take on fuel and supplies. Find 
and destroy weaker Alaunian fleet.“ 

Shortly before midnight of April 5, the “Oklahoma” 
led the way into Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. The 6th was 
spent in coaling, taking aboard full supplies of stores 
and ammunition, and sending ashore the boats and all 
superfluous ship’s furniture. On the 7th, shortly be- 
fore dawn, the fleet, stripped for action, sailed to the 
eastward, to “find and destroy the enemy.“ 

Overnight, Admiral Willard, Commander in Chief of 
our fleet, had thrown out to the eastward a strong 
scouting force—such as it was—-strong in numbers, but 
utterly inadequate for its purpose. It consisted of the 
three armored cruisers—“Washington,” “North Carolina“ 
and “Tennessee”—and four divisions of destroyers. 

The cruisers were powerfu) ships, carrying four 10- 
inch and 16 six-inch guns, and they were capable of 
breaking through any screen of the Alaunian light cruis- 
ers of the Neptune type; but they would be utterly at the 
mercy of the 28-knot battle cruisers possessed by Alau- 
nia, their best speed being only a little over 22 knots. 

By the courtesy of the executive officer, I found myself 
on the forward fire-contro! platform of the Oklahoma. 
As we cleared the entrance to Guantanamo Bay and 
swung around to the eastward, from my station, 120 
feet above the sea, I gazed with no little pride at the 
two divisions of dreadnoughts strung out astern, ship 
beyond ship, at 500-yard intervals, in a stately column, 
which covered some three miles of water. Below me 
was the flagship, fresh from the builders’ hands. Truly 
a noble ship, ber powers of offense, represented by 10 
14s and 22 5s, being matched by the massive armor, 
12 1-2 to 18 inches in thickness, the like of which was 
to be found in no other navy in the world. 

Five hundred yards astern, with a white feather of 


interval, were the “New Tork“ and “Texas,” carrying 
each a battery of 10 146 and 21 58.

Last in the line were the “Delaware” 
and “North Dakota,” our earliest dreadnoughts, mount- 
ing 10 12s and 14 5s. N 


Every ship could fire its whole broadside on either 
beam, and in every minute of the coming engagement 
we would be able to hurl at the enemy 110 tons of pro- 
jectiles, every one of which, if it landed squarely, would 
pass entirely through the belt armor of the enemy and 
burst in the interior of the ship. 


Ship for ship and gun for gun, we knew that we could 
crush that Alaunian fleet, which, the radio had told us, 
Was approaching somewhere to the eastward. 


But where was the enemy? In what strength was he’ 
And, most important question of all, how did he shoot? 


Before the sun, which I noted was just showing the 
golden edge of his rim above the horizon, had set, those 
questions had received their answer amid the fruitless 
heroism, the cataclysmic destruction, of the greatest sea 
fight in naval history.

a new field. These forgers, who were brainy 
— to soon discover that because bank officials, 
relying on ‘such precautions, failed to scrutinize either 
the paper or the presenters as closely as in the days of 
plain- white paper blanks, made capital out of these 
facts. Thus it happened and became, so to speak, more 
the fashion among forgers to ‘raise’ checks, drafts and 
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the like, either by substituting the names of the payees 
or changing the amounts. 

“One of the more famous cases where this was done 
occurred in the city of San Francisco, in 1895, and in- 
cluded the successful raising of a draft by mechanical 
and chemical means from $12 to $22,000. The criminal 
author of this ingenious fraud was one Charles Becker, 
“Jim the Penman,” who, as an all-round imitator of 
any writing and manipulator of money instruments, then 
stood at the head of his ‘profession.’ Arrested and 
taken to San Francisco, whence he had fled, he was 
brought to trial. Two of his pals turned “State’s evi- 
dence.’ Becker was sentenced to a life term. Through 
an error on the part of the trial Judge he secured a new 
trial on an appeal to the Supreme Court. The jury dis- 
agreed on a second trial, but on the third trial he was 
convicted. Becker pleaded for mercy, and as he was 
showing signs of, a physical breakdown, the Court was 
lenient. Fourteen years was his sentence. N 

„After his incarceration in San Quentin Prison he de- 
scribed to me in a single sentence how he had risen to 
the head of a gang of forgers: A world of patience, a

count so as to invite confidence, and on Dec. 17 deposited 
a draft of the Bank of Woodland (Cal. J, drawn upon its 
correspondent, the Crocker-Woolworth Bank of San 
Francisco. N 7 

“This amount was placed to the credit of Dean and 
the draft sent through the clearing house and was paid 
by the Crocker-Woolworth Bank. The next day, the 
draft having been cleared, Dean called and drew out 
$20,000, taking the cash in four bags of gold and $2000 
in bills. At the end of the week the clearing house 
made returns to the Woodland bank.~ It included the 
draft for $22,000. Then the fraud was discovered, and 
once more the lesson to bankers of advising their cor- 
respondents about drafts drawn by them received a new 
aspect. The Bank of Woodland had drawn no such draft, 
and the only one it had issued which was not accounted 
for was one in favor of A. H. Holmes, who, on Dec. 9, had 
called to ask how he fould send $12 to a distant friend. 

“My examination of this triumph of the forger’s art 
disclosed the almost absolute perfection with which the 
draft had been raised, but even with a strong glass it 
stood scrutiny. In the body of the original $12 draft 
had been the words “Twelve Dollars.’ The forger, “by 
the use of a chemical preparation, erased. the final let- 
ters ‘lve’ and had substituted the letter ‘nty-two,’ so that 
in place of the “Twelve,’ as it appeared in the genuine 
draft, there was the word ‘Twenty-two’ in the .forged 
paper. The space between the word ‘Twenty-two’ and 
the word ‘dollars’ Becker had inserted the word ‘thou- 
sand,’ so that instead of the draft reading Twelve Dol- 
lars,’ as at first, it read ‘Twenty-two Thousand Dollars,’ 
as changed. In the original $12 draft the figures ‘1’ and 
‘2’ and the character ‘$’ had been punched, so that the 
combination read ‘$12.’ 


“Becker had filled in these perforations with paper 
stock, prepared in his mouth; gummed over and ironed 
this particular place so that it looked exactly like the 
field of the paper. Then he perforated the repaired 
place with a combination $22,000. The dates, too, had 
been erased by chemicals and in their stead were dates 
which would make it appear that the paper had been 
presented for payment within a reasonable length of 
time after issue. In the places where letters, had been 
erased by chemicals the coloring. of the paper had been 
restored.” 

Mr. Carvalho touched onthe career of Cassie Chad- 
wick, the woman who mas“eraded as the daughter of 
Andrew Carnegie and mulcted Eastern bankers out of 
millions prior to 1903, when she was convicted. 


“As part of her deceptions she insinuated that she 
was the natural daughter of Andrew Carnegie and as 
such persuaded Ira Reynolds, who was secretary of a 
banking company in Cleveland, to deposit in their safe 
deposit vanit a package which she told him contained 
securities of various kinds amounting to millions of dol- 
lars. Mr. Reynolds, when accepting the pac*age, re- 
ceived froth her also a written memorandum of its al- 
‘leged contents, specifying them in detail. The next day 
she communicated with Mr. Reyonlds and told him she 
had failed to make a copy of the list of the securities, 
and would he not be kind enough to make a copy and 
send to her, which Mr. Reynolds very foolishly did, ac- 
knowledging in his own handwriting on a sheet of paper 
containing the imprint of his bank as to having the cus- 
tody of the securities as therein enumerated, and to 
which he signed his name. With the Reynolds letter of 
acknowledgment as a guarantee of her character and 
wealth, she was able, by going from place to place, to 
obtain enormous loans from banks and other institutions 
on forged notes of Andrew Carnegie, utilized as gilt- 
edged collateral, a.few of them calling for as much as 
$500,000 each. She kept bank directors and other finan- 
cial individuals on tenter hooks for months chasing after 
her until finally an Eastern one declined to believe her 
word any more, and began a civil suit against this Cas- 
sie Chadwick, which, becoming known, resulted in a 
small panic and closed several banks. She was later 
convicted and died in prison. 


Using the case of Benjamin H. Gaskell, the Philadelphia 
banker and broker, Mr. Carvalho relates how crooks op- 
erate to raise money on stock certificates. Gaskell’s 
reputation was of the best, but through speculation he 
had lost a fortune and decided to recoup in the quickest 
manner possible. 

“He assembled together a number of genuine stock 
certificates of only a few.shares each, which he “raised” 
and used as collateral in securing large loans from the 
big banks and trust companies of that city. To give him 
more standing with his victims he caused a rumor to 
be circulated that he was the confidential broker of 
the Standard Oil crowd in New York.. In less than three 
months his prgfits from these forgeries were far in ex- 
cess of a million dollars. By the merest accident one of 
the forgeries was discovered, which caused investigation 
of his other securities, filed away in the various bank 
vaults.” 

Mr. Carvalho notes with much satisfaction that few 
forgers of consequence have escaped capture and pun- 
ishment.

Appalachian region of the East. 

Although the relative size of the contents of the coal 
fields may be a matter of some surprise, the really stag- 
gering fact is the immense, really inconceivable total 
tonnage of the coal fields. If all of the unmined coal

N the possession of the Misseuri Historical Society 

are papers which show that the invention of the 

submarine and steamboat by Rebert Fulton had 

their inspiration in the desire of the fur traders to 
devise a means other than muscle power to take their 
boats up the Ohio river from St. Louis. 

Prior to his success with the Clermont, Fulton had 
been working on a submersible, which tests had proven 
to be practicable. He had been negotiating with the 
French Government for its purchase, but had made 
little progress and was G@bout to offer his invention to 
Great Britain when suddenty he sowed the problem of 
the fue traders. This caused the submarine to de for 
gotten until, half a century later, the idea of en an 
derwater boat was taken up by others. 

It is a remarkable fact. that at the same blacksmith’s 
forge where Robert Fulton served his apprenticeship 
previously had worked Benjamin West, who became the 
greatest American painter of his time and the presi- 
dent of the British Royal Academy. 

The story is told here, with events in their proper 
order, by William Vincent Byers, who collected and pre- 
pared in book form for private distribution letters and 
papers of the merchant forbears of the Gratz family. 
Simon and Gratz, when the St. Louis fur trade was at 
ita height, were the leading fur traders of Lancaster.

sylwania.. Mr. Byars then goes on to say: 


OSEPH SIMON was also in partnership in the 
leading hardware store of Lancaster with a 
young man named William Henry. As hard- 
ware merchants, interested in the fur trade, 
Simon and Henry manufactured rifles for 
Western use, with the demand for them al- 
ways active. While Simon looked after the 

marbeting, young Henry managed the forge where the 
barrels of the guns were prepared. 

Rittenhouse and Franklin had set tke intelligent 
young men around Philadelphia to experimenting in 
nearly everything. Henry, a very intelligent young man, 


_ acquainted with both Franklin and Rittenhouse, under- 


stood the diffieulties of getting back from the Missis- 
sippi upstream on the Ohio with furs and ether West- 
ern products. Hence he began work to make an en- 
gine which would drive a boat upstream. At first trial 
on the Conestoga River, the engine capsized the beat 
and it sank to the bottom. Henry never. lost hope of 
making it work upstream, but something always oc- 
curred so that it went the wrong way, te the bettom 
or otherwise. 

While he was working at the forge with his engine 
and his guns, Henry, who was a good draftsman, grew 
fond of a lad of 17 or 18 who frequented tha forge, show- 
ing unusual skill in drawing, probably with forge char- 
coal. So finally, after other things had been tried, 
William Henry induced the youth to paint a historia!

picture, he Death ef Soerates, from the frentispiece 
of a volume of Rollin. As the slave who beads the 
poison to Socrates was naked to the waist, one of the 
blacksmiths at the forge, who mey have had his shirt 
off in the way of business, obliged the young artist by 
posing as a Greek slave. He appears accordingly in the 
“Death of Socrates, which the encyclopedias say was 
the first historical pieture by Benjamin West, “painted 
for a blacksmith.” That is, it was painted at Simon & 
Henry’s forge. The youthful artist was in fact Ben ja- 
min West, and when he went to England he became 
president of the British Royal Academy. 

In process of time he was succeeded by another boy, 


“hanging around the forge” and wetching the work boat, he refused to accept outlawry as 


of gun making and engine 
making. This boy also be- 
gan to learn to draw, and 
finally he became a regular 
pupil of Wiliam Henry, learr. 
ing mechanics and mechant- 
cal drawing. He caught the 
contagion of the steamboat 
idea, but it was slow fn 
working out, and while it 
was working, a number o. 
other inventors, including 
Fitch and Rumsey, became 
famous for a time because of 
their failures. 

This boy was Robert Ful- 
ton, born near Lancaster, 
where the house still stands. 
It was only after the Revo- 
lution that he began attempt- 
ing inventions of his own. 
The war and the part taken 
by the British fleet in ths 
capture of American cities . 
gave him the idea of in- 
venting something that would 
sink the most powerful ships 
of an attacking fleet. The development from this was 
the torpedo and the submarine, as more than a cen- 
tury was required to explain the deadly character of 
their work. As a result, however, of the connection 
in Simon & Henrys gunshop, Fulton, when he first went 


to England, intended to become a great painter under 


West, and he easily secured the backing of his predeces- 
sor at Simon & Henry’s forge. 

Benjamin West was one of the most famous artists 
of England and gave Fulton all possible help and en- 
couragement, and though nis later success as inventor 
of the steamboat resulted in oblivion for his pictures. 
Fulton painted a number, of which engravings are still 
extant, showing unusual talent. 

He might have succeeded as a painter, Dut, for reas- 
ons he does not explain in his letters, he gave up paint- 
ing and began attempting to become a miscellaneous in- 
ventor, as his old teacher, William Henry, had been. 
As he had no gunshop and hardware store behind him, 
this was a hazardous experiment, but he was seon 
making himself known in European cabinets. He had 
left Jancaster for Philadelphia in 1782, when 17 years 
eld. In 1785, with West's help, he was already able to 
make his living in London as an artist, but in five or 
six years he had begun using his talents as an artist 
to make drawing of revolutionary inventions. He 
sketched his first steamboat in 1792, but went to work 
on a digging machine, a rope-making machine and 
other inventions until the wars of the French revolu- 
tionary period turned bis mind to the submarine and 
the torpedo.

Mr.-Sutphen’s long experience with motor craft gave 
weight to his suggestion, and the agent communciated 
with his Government. England thereupon ordered 50 
such boats, which were built and delivered. How effec- 
tive they were no one outside of British official cir- 
‘clés seems to know, but that the boats did all that was 
required of them is evinced by the fact that England. 
soon after a trial of them, sent in a rush order for an 
additional 500. 

Then Washington summoned Mr. Sutphen. He was 
questioned Dy Lieut. Furore, assistant naval constructor, 
who examined the plans of the little boat and requested 
that a copy of them be left with the department as the 
basis for similar boats for the United States navy. This 
Mr. Sutphen agreed to-do. 

In less than 550 days after receipt of the first order
